1 . (Original) A print order system comprising: 

order reception servers enabling reception of order information regarding tmage data 
network and installed respectively in a plurality of photograph processing agencies each 
having a photographic printer for printing the image data; and 

an order tennina, connected to eachof the order reception servers 
ghgtogT^h_^QCessingJigenciea_via the network, the order terminal generating the order 
information and placing an order for a print of the image data by transferring the order 
information to a corresponding one of the order reception servers installed in a spectfic one 
of the photograph processing agenctes after directly accessing the order reception server of 
the specific photograph processing agency. 

2. (Currently Amended) A print order system as defined in Claim 1, wheretn the 
order tnformation is generated and transferred by a program installed in the order termma,, 
fte program caustng a computer to execute ^procedures ef-ft^generating the order 
information and transferring the order tnformation to the order reception server mstalled in 
the specific photograph processing agency. 
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3. (Original) A print order system as defined in Claim 2, wherein the program is 

,„ f ormation nsed for aeeessmg the order reception server of the specific photograph 
processing agency, and ,he order terminal reads the access information from the recording 
m ed,um and accesses the order reception server of the speerfic photograph processing agency 
based on the access information that has been read. 

4. (Original) A print order system as defined in Claim 3, wherein rhe photograph 
processing agencies respectively have recording means for recording the access information 
in the recording medium having the program recorded therein. 

5. (Currently Amended) A prrn. order system as defined in Claim 1 or 2, wherein *e j 
access information used for aecessing the order reception server of the specrfic photograph 
processing agency is recorded in a recording medium, and 

,be order terminal reads the access information from the recording medrum and 
accesses me order reception server of tire specrfic photograph processing agency based on 
the access information that has been read. 

6. (Original) A print order system as defined in Claim , or 2, wherein access 
information used for aeeessmg the order reception server of the specific photograph 
processing agency is printed on a printing medium, and 
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the order terminal reads .he aecess information from the printing medinm and 

accesses the order reception server of the speoifre photograph pressing ageney based on 

the access information that has been read. 

7. (Original) A pnn, order system as defined in Claim 1 or 2, wheretn aeeess 
tnformauon used for aeeessing the order reception server of the specific photograph 
processing agency is obtained ftom a predetermined Web server, and 

the order temunal accesses the order reception server of me specific photograph 
processtng ageney based on the access information that has been obtained. 

8. (Original) A print order system as defined in Claim 1 or 2, wherein aeeess 
tnformanon used for accessing the order reception server of the specific photograph 
processing agency is tnput to the order terminal, and 

,he order termina. accesses the order recepnon server of the specific photograph 
processing agency based on the access informafion that has been input thereto. 

9. (Original) A print order system as defined in Claim 1, wheretn the order termtnal 
accesses the order recepnon server of the spectfic photograph processing agency and obtains 
photograph processing agency informafion regarding the specific photograph proeessmg 
agency. 
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,0. (Currently Amended) A prrn, order system as defined in Claim 9, wherein the 
photo^aph processing agenoy information includes a charge of the print and ft-j time of 
delivery of the print. 



11. (Original) A print order system as defined in Claim 1, wherein the order 
reception server notifies the order termtnal of status of pruning based on the order 
information. 

12. (Original) A print order system as defined in Claim 1, wherein the photograph 
processing agencies respectively have attachment mformation output means for pruning 



attachment 



mformation to be attached to the pnnt, based on the order information. 



13. (Currently Amended) A printing system installed in a photograph processmg 
agency, the printing system comprising: 

a photographic printer for outputting a print of image data; and 

an order reception server enabling reception of order information via a network, the 
order mformation being generated by an order terminal used for plactng an order for the pnnt 
of the image data A

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14. (Currently Amended) A printing system as defined in Claim 13, further 
comprising recording means for recording, in a recording medium, access information used 
for accessing an -the another order reception server installed in a specific the another 
photograph processing agency, the recording medium having a program recorded therein to 
cause the order terminal to execute generation and transfer of the order information. 

15. (Original) A printing system as defined in Claim 13 or 14, further comprising 
attachment information output means for outputting attachment information to be attached to 
the print, based on the order information. 

16. (Original) A printing system as defined in Claim 13, wherein the order terminal is 
notified of status of printing based on the order information. 

17. (Currently Amended) An order terminal installed in a photograph processing 
agency, the photograph processing agency having a photographic printer for outputting 
image data as a print, the order terminal being connected via a network t o an- each of a 
plurality of order reception ^ servers in a pluralit y of other photographic processing 
agencies via a network , the order reception sepve^servers enabling reception of order 
information regarding the image data, and the order terminal generating the order 
information and placing a print order regarding the image data by transferring the order 
information to arn a specific one of the order reception serve^servers installed in a specific 
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one of the plurality of other p hotograph processing ageney-agencies after directly accessing 
the specific order reception server of the specific photograph processing agency. 



18. (Currently Amended) An order terminal as defined in Claim 17, wherein the 
order information is generated and transferred according to a program, the program causing a 
computer to execute the-procedures ef-for_generating the order information and transferring 
the order information to a*- the specific order reception server installed in a-the_specific 
photograph processing agency. 

19. (Currently Amended) An order terminal as defined in Claim 18, the program 
being recorded in a recording medium, the recording medium further recorded with access 
information used for accessing the s pecific order reception server in the specific photograph 
processing agency, and the order terminal reading the access information from the recording 
medium and accessing the specific order reception server installed in the specific photograph 
processing agency based on the access information that has been read. 

20. (Currently Amended) A method for causing a p rogram causing in_a computer to 
execute a predetermin ed procedure, comprising the proc e dur e s stgps_of: 

generating order information regarding image data to be printed, said order 
information mduding at least s a ^ image data to be printed, information indicating a print 
size of said im^ data, and information indica ting a p rint qua ntity of said image data ; and 
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reading access information indicating at least a specific photograph processing agency 
available to access and an order reception server installed in said specific photographic 
processing agency, and utilized for directly accessing said order reception server; and 

transferring the order information to an- said order reception server installed ffl-a in 
said specific photograph processing agency by directly accessing the order reception server 
according to said access information for dir e ctly acc e ssing th e order rec e ption s e rv e r . 

21. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable recording medium recorded with the 
program defin e d in Claim 20 and comprising: 

an access information area recorded with access information indicating at least a 
specific photograph processing agency available to access and an order reception server 
installed in said specific photograph processing agency, and utilized for directly accessing 
said order reception server; and 

a program area recorded with a program causing a computer to execute procedures for 
generating order information regarding image data to be printed, said order information 
including at least said image data to be printed, information indicating a print size of said 
image data, and information indicating a print quality of said image data, reading said access 
information, and transferring the order information to said order reception server installed in 
said specific photograph processing agency by directly accessing the order reception server 
according to said access information for directly acc e ssing an ord e r reception s e rver install e d 
in a photograph processing agency . 
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22. (New) A print order system as defined in Claim 1, wherein the order terminal is a 
personal computer connectable to the network and owned by the user for placing the print 
order.
